HOME DEMONSTRATION WEEK 

Kentucky has joined other states in observing 
Home Demonstration Week this week—April 28 
to May 4. 

With the rapidly changing pattern of modern 
living, Homemakers need up to date, reliable 
sources of information, which will help them in 
solving the problems of Home and Community. 

Morgan County Homemakers celebrated this 
week earlier by attending a district meeting with 
a tea and flower and hat show. A group will 
be on television this week—Saturday, May 4. on 
“Down on the Farm." 

The Homemakers organization has the gui¬ 
dance of the Kentucky Extension Service at the 
University of Kentucky. The program in Ken¬ 
tucky has developed since 1942. Now 109 coun¬ 
ties have Home Agents with over 60,000 women 
attending classes. Also other help is available 
for all the women in the counties and 4-H club 
work. 

The program in Morgan county has had tre¬ 
mendous growth. There are twenty-two groups 
organized with about 500 women attending the 
lessons each month. These women have learned 
many phases of adult education like safety, 
crafts, sewing, foods and better living. Many 
women feel it has been a great help to know 
their communities better and their county through 
communication with other women from different 
sections of the county. 


The women in Morgan county have great 
pride for their accomplishments But they are 
not stopping; instead they are looking into the 
future. They have plans for a county-wide 
chorus, lessons on family living, beautification, 
crafts and many more plans to have a better 
county. 

All of the accomplishments have come about 
by a great number of women working together. 
The leadership found in all sections of the county 
is a great asset. Morgan has some of the finest 
women found anywhere in the United States. 
The sad part is there is need to reach more 
women in the county with the extension pro¬ 
gram. The Home Agent's office is in the court 
house and she is very anxious to help women all 
over the county in each community. The meet¬ 
ings are open to all. 


HOW SOON DO ADS WORK? 

How long does an advertiser have to wait to 
realize a profit from his advertising? 

Frequently, our want ads sell the items adver¬ 
tised within minutes after the paper is published. 
And even before publication, a newspaper often 
gets calls requesting information on advertise¬ 
ments. 

Although much retail advertising pays off 
quickly and dramatically, the full effect of some 
advertising is not felt for months or years. The 
speed of impact varies greatly with products and 
the nature of advertising programs. 

For instance, the Hammond Organ company 
spends a million dollars annually on advertising. 
However, no single advertisement results in im¬ 
mediate sales. A Hammond official says: 

“The average Hammond customer thinks about 
it anywhere from six months to two years. We 
have to keep reminding him. “It's unlikely that 
any single ad sells an organ . . 

Some advertising campaigns must run for 
decades before the full impact is felt. The De 
Beers diamond mines started a campaign in 
1939 to increase diamond sales. The campaign 
is still running. Immediate results could not be 
measured; but during the 18 years covered, dia¬ 
mond sales per marriage have gone up two and 
a half times. 

The same process works on a local level. The 
bank, the insurance company, the restaurant, the 
florist, the jeweler, or the automobile dealer who 
advertises today is getting far more than im¬ 
mediate sales. 

Today’s advertiser is building business for 
tomorrow, next year, and five or ten years in 
the future.

The following policies are re¬ 
quired by the state board of ed¬ 
ucation before emergency teac¬ 
hers may be employed:

Polio and Typhoid Shots Given 

Mrs. Delia Kinner and Walter
